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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 1 , line 24, change the term "a look" to — a lock — . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the art of 
record considered as a whole, alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious a cutting mechanism minute adjustment device for stone cutter, comprising a L- 
shaped adjustable plate (15) having a pair of adjustable slots (152,153) spacedly and 
alternately form and respectively engaged with the pair third screw holes under a cutting 
mechanism and releasably secured by a pair of second screws (154,155) and a 
rectangular through hole (1 51 ) in the body for passing through the support arm (21 ); a 
lock having a threaded shank on front engaged into a fourth screw hole (12) of the 
cutting mechanism and the U-shaped slit (23) of the support arm and stopped against a 
top of the transverse portion (242) of a sustaining plate (24) with a washer disposed 
there between and a swivel handle (13) on a lateral side thereof, whereby, slides the L- 
shaped adjustable plate left and/or rightward, said cutting mechanism together with the 
circular blade will move and down to adjust the blade to be exactly vertical.
